As it is hoped that the other chapters may appear later, the 
original form of this portion has been altered ae little ae possible 
in revising it for separate publication. Some peculiaritiee in the 
order of topics and in ihe cross-references are due to this fact. 
The time of Constantino is adopted as the lower limit in the 
present article. 

The author's choice of subject does not indicat« a belief that 
Noricum and Baetia formed a political or mOitary unit;' on the 
contrary, the study of the two countries was pursued separately 
until it was discovered that together they afforded an unusually 
illuminating example of the way in which the Boman system was 
adapted to varying conditions. In what is local, social, commer- 
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cial, the two adjacent provinces offer interesting contraets; in all 
that has to do with the Empire and especiaUy with their mission 
as guardians of the Upper Danube frontier, Noricum and Baetia 
were alike, and from their likeness one may gather much informa- 
tion when the evidence for either alone ia fragmentary. The facts 
with regard to each province, however, have been kept separate 
within the different chapters and Bubdivisiona, It is believed 
that this method is likely to yield a truer picture of the Boman 
world than is obtained when the investigation is arbitrarily limited 
by the boundaries of a modem state. 

The extent of the author's indebtedness to the writings of 
Cagnat, Ciohorius, Hirschfeld, Jung, Liebenam, Mommsen, Ohlen- 
schlager, Schiller, and others will be evident from the footnotes; 
among her instructors grateful acknowledgment is made especially 
to Frofeasor Frank Frc»t Abbott, at whose suggestion this work 
was begun, and by whose scholarly instruction and anfailing 
helpfulness its execution was made possible.

I. latTodnctory Statement. 

PROCDRATORES AND PRAEFECTI.' 

Titles. — For a brief period after the Boman conqaest, Raetia 
was in charge of a pracfectna,' whose province also included Vin- 
delicia and the Vallia Poenina, with the command of the anxiliaries 
of the region. From aome date prior to 69 a. d.,' perhaps nnder 
OlandiuB,* nntil 167/169 a. d.* it was nnder a procnrator Angoati 
provinciae Raetiae, who, following the oatbreak of the Marcoman- 
nic war, was given increased power and the title procurator et pro 
legato;* this, however, was bnt a temporary expedient, pending 
the arrival of the legion designed for this province. 

That Noricum was ever governed bj a praefectoB is lees likely, 
because its condition when conquered was such that there was do 
need to fear a revolt against Boman control;* still the title of the 
firat known procurator (procurator in Korico; under Claudius) 
may perhaps go back to an earlier form like praefectoB civitatium 
in Nonce.'

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ifl nnasually complete,' especially for the time of AutoniniiB Pins.* 
Since seven governors can be dated with certainty as coming 
within the twenty-three years of his reign, while ten or eleven 
more probably also belong there, the average term of office at 
that period was less than a year and a half. 

Duties' — The procnrator commanded the auxiliary troops 
stationed in his province,* and had civil,* and, in at least one case,* 
criminal jurisdictiOD (ins gladi). 

Beneficiarii procuratoris Norici. — The procurator of Noricnm 
was assisted by one or more' beneficiarii, from twenty-three of 
whom' we have inscriptions, mostly dedications to I. O. M.,* 
ranging in date from Trajan to M. AareUoB." The function of 
these officials is nncertain;" the older explanation, that they com-

the oompletenesB of the series is entirely out of proportion to the 
military importance of Noricnm at this time;' some eeoretarial or 
other confidential duty is more probable. 

Rank. — The procurator of Nortcum was a centenarias.* He 
outranked the procorators of Sicily,' Lnsitania,^* Thrace,* Aaturie 
and G-allaecia;' probably also those of Pontos,' Jttdaea,' Sar- 
dinia,' Africa;' he was of less importance than the procorator 
of Maoretania* or Baetia.* His relation to the prooarator Panno- 
niae saperioris and the procnrator XX hereditatlnm is uncertain.'* 

The procnrator of Baetia was probably a dncenarins;" his 
office was of the same grade as the procuracy of Mauretairia 
Caesariensis;" lower than that of Belgica et atraque Germania," 
or of Lugdunensis," higher than that of Oilicia,'' Lnsitania," Dacia 
superior," Oappadocia,'* Pontus" mediterraneus et Armenia minor 
et Lyoaonia Antiochiana,'* Noricnm.' As the greater part of the 
inscriptions ie of the time of Pius, the evidence is not sufficient to

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show any chronological variations in the grade of Reetia during 
its mle by pToonratora, nor indeed is there any reason to suppoae 
that Bach oziBted in the case of either Raetia or Moricam, since, 
after they had once been thoroughly snbdaed, their commercial 
and strategic importance most have been fairly constant until 
M. AnreliuB.' As both stood near the bead of the List of procura- 
cies, they were is general held only by men who had preyiously 
been provincial procurators elsewhere ; but, in the first century at 
Least, this requirement was not absolute in the case of primipili II.* 

LEQATI PRO PRAETORE. 

Titles. — From about 170 A. D.* until the reforms of Diocletian, 
Noricnm and Baetia were ruled by legati Augusti pro praetore,* 
called informally quinquefascales' {irevT<ipaffBot*) and praeeides,' 
who were also the legati legionis II Italicae and legionis III 
Italicae respectively,* 

Rank. — Until the middle of the third century they were prae- 
torii,* sometimes coDsnles designati ;'* later a previous legionary 
command, which before had been usual," became the only requi- 
site.'* The legates of Noricum were lower in rank than those of 
Germany," Hispania citerior," Asia," and Numidia.'* The legates 
of Baetia were lower than those of Upper Germany and Britain," 
or Pannonia inferior;" higher than those of Thrace and Moesia 
superior." 

Duties." — The inscriptions show that the legati in Noricum 
and Baetia commanded legionary' and auxiliary" forces, took part

fortifications' and roads,* and shared in the worship of the 
imperial family* and the genine of the legions.* 

PRAESIDES AND DUCES LIMITANBI. 

Titles. — Under Diocletian, at iBaat as early as 200 A. D.,* the 
military was separated from the civil administration, the latter 
being intmsted to praesides provinciae Norici mediterranei,' 
Norici ripensifl," and Raetiae,* the former to daces limitia Raetioi," 
and duces limitis Fannoniae primae et Norici ripensis." In the 
fourth century Baetia too was divided," and praesides Baetise 
primae and Raetiae secondae are mentioned." 

Batik. — ^All the above were viri perfectissimi;" in the Notitia 
dignitaium the daces ore also called viri spectabiles.* " 

Duces limitis Baetioi. — The mention in the historians of duces 
limitis Saetici as early as the middle of the third century raises a 
perplexing question as to the date when daces were instituted." 
Was the separation of the two branches of the government a 
gradual one, beginning under Alexander Sevems?" That is, were 
there occasionally, in times of extreme peril, daces as well as 
legati? (One may compare the Bepublican practice of appoint- 
ing a dictator to take charge of the military duties of the two 
consuls.) Or did the Scriptores historiae Augustae employ the 
terminology of their own time for events of the previous century f "

LEGIO II ITALICA: HISTORY.' 
Formation and early history. — The second legion, which 
eventnally garrisoned Noricnm, was levied b^ M. Aurelios* in 
northern Italy,* immediately after the outbreak of the Marcomannic 
war became imminent. The draft, which was put in charge of 
M. Claadius Fronto, was ordered in 165 or 166 and was presQin- 
ebly completed in about two years.* In 170 a. d. a detachment 
commanded by a centurion of legio II Traiana helped strengthen the 
walls of Salonae in Dalmatia.' The legion arrived in Noricam 
probably not later than 171/174 a. d.,* and remained there per- 
manently. Mommsen's view' that it was sent for a time to Pan-

Stations.^Oae of the most important duties of the legion was 
to guard and keep in repair the road leading east through Celeia 
to Poetoyio in Fannonia superior, which formed the main line of 
communication between Italy and the Lower Donubian provinces.* 
Accordingly, bricks made by the legion have been found in large 
nombere near Celeia, and all the way from that city to Atrans.* 

The main camp of the legion at Lauriacnm was occupied from 
191 A. D. at the latest until Noricum ripense was abandoned in 
the fifth century;' in the fourth century, at least, it had a shield 
factory (fabrica scutaria),' and served as headquarters for a fleet,* 
and for auxiliaries."

It is not possible to determine from the presence of bricks alone 
whether or not a given point was oconfned - by the legion. The 
fact, however, that tegnlae made at Inenna were exported to each 
a distance as the eastern borders of Pannonia inferior' makes it 
slightly more probable that those also which were stamped simply 
LEG I NOR' were articles of commerce rather than of local 
mannfactare.

— Legio III Italica was formed by M. Aorelins' 
in 165/169 at the same time as legio II Italica; in 170 it for- 
nished a detail for the repairs at Salonae;' by 179/180 it had 
arrived in Baetia and was engaged in fortifying the northern 
frontier.' 

Name and titles. — The legion was at first known as III 
Concordia;' for a short time after its arrival in Baetia as III 
Italica Concordia,' then as III Italica alone or, less frequently.

boring country from Vimania to Cassiliacum, and at Foetira and 
Terioli."

Former soldieis of legio III Angasta were among those assem- 
bled in Saetia in the sammer of 253 who proclaimed Valerian 
emperor.' The; had returned to Africa by Oct 22 of the same 
year.' 

OTH£R LEGIONS.' 

Veterans of leg. I (Germanica) and leg, XX (Valeria Yictrix) 
in Lower G«rman; were sent into Baetia in 11 a. d.* Similar 
vexillationea may well have been temporarily quartered in the 
province dnring any active campaign, as tor example, that of Oara- 
calla in 213;' there is one probable reference to such an occnr- 
rence under M. AurelioB.' 

The brickfl of LEG IIII M' and LEG VIII AUG' which have 
been found in Raetia were probably brought from Germany. 

m. The AuzHlarieB in Vorlcun. 
The army of Noricum in 69 A. D. consisted of one ala (I Hiepa- 
nomm Auriana), eight cohorts (including I Moutanomm and 
perhaps I Asturom), and some native troops.* Before 106 A. D. 
ala I Hiepanorum Anriana was withdrawn, but ala ICommagenomm 
was added, so that the total force in the province remained practi- 
cally unchanged (three alae, six cohorts)." Agreat increase (to 
four alae and fourteen cohorts) had taken place by 153," an increase 
which, as it surely began under either Trajan or Hadrian, and, as 
far as we know, affected the northeastern part of the province, 
may best be connected with Hadrian's policy of strengthening the

Coliora I Aelid {Severiana) sagittariorum miliaria equiiata 
daring the reign of Alexander SeveniB,' and perhaps considerably 
later,* garrisoned the frontier fortress of Asttira.' 

Cohora I Asturum* was in Noricum from 106 A. d.' until the 
third centary at least,* giving its name to Astora.^

the reign of Philip (244/249)' may be identical with the cohora 
T Breacoram serving in Pannonia in 80 A. D.,° although neither 
of the inscriptions of the latter f oand in Noricom " in itaelf neces- 
sarily implies the presence of the cohort in that province.

Beflides the regular auxiliary forces just enumerated, a body 
of local militia (Noricomm iuventna) was in existence in 69 a. d,' 
OTHER AUXILIARIES OF THE LATER EMPIRE. 

The NotUia digmtatum gives the names of six bodies of equites 
stationed at various points on the northern frontier.' Equites 
Dalmatae Aquesiani comitatenees won a victory in Norioum in 
310.* The latest dated inscription of the province' (370 A. d.) 
records the completion of a fortress at Ipe by mlUtes auxiliares 
Laariaceuses. 

IV. The Auxiliaries in Raetla/ 

Very little is known of the army of Baetia before the end of 
the first century; light-armed native troops were there from the 
time of Augustus,' and other' auxiliary forces by 69,' the total 
presumably being about equal to that of Noricam.'" Between 82 
and 107, on at least two different occasions (82/90, 90/107), 
troops were brought from G'ermany, Pannonia, and even Africa," 
BO that the diploma of 107," fortunately preserved entire, assigns 
to Baetia four alae and eleven cohorts. The next half-century 
or so (Trajan to Marcus) shows no appreciable change in the 
strength of the army — three alae and thirteen cohorts are named 
in the diploma of 166" — although there is considerable shifting 
of soldiers from Germany to Baetia and from Baetia to Noricum

ALAE IN BAETIA.' 

Ala I Flavia Commagenorum may have been in the north of 
Baetia for a short time in the middle of the second century.' 

Ala I Flavia fidelis Geraelliana miliaria' was in Raetie 162- 
166 A. D.' and was stationed in the north, perhaps at Kosching.' 

Ala II Flavia pia fidelis miliaria '^ served at Aalen'' in Raetia 
from the latter part of the first centnry until aome date between 
107" and 163," when it moved to Noricam. It is probably iden- 
tical with ala II Flavia gemina, which was in Germany until 
82/90;" hence the title pia Sdelis may have been won in 88 during 
the revolt of Sataminoa.

In the following table covering the latter half of the second 
century an attempt is made to present a concise statement of the 
location of troops in Kaetia, such as is given for a later date 
by the Notitia dignitatum. The period chosen, from Ajitoninos 
Pins to Septimins Severus, is the one of greatest importance in 
the military history of the Upper Danube — the period of con- 
Btmction, at least in stone, of the majority of the castles along 
the limes Raeticns. The evidence is unfortunately too scanty to 
permit of a similar schedule for the army in Noricnm.

V. The Fleet. 
THE FLEET ON THE DANUBE. 

The Upper Danube frontier was patroled b; the claseis Pan- 
nonioa,' which was created before 50 a. d.* and had its headquar- 
ters at Oanmntnin. Under the later empire, two anbdinsions of 
this fleet, classis Lanriaceneis and classis Arlapensis et Maginen- 
ais, were stationed, each nnder a praefectns, at Lenriacum and at 
ArUpa and Comagena reepectiTely.' Marines (milites libumarii) 
belonging; to legio II Italica at loviacum and legio I Noricomm at 
Faflana and at laenna near the Drave, co-operated with them;* 
THE FLEET ON LAKE CONSTANCE.' 

Tiberins won a naval victor; on Lake Constance while engaged 
in conqoermg the Vindelici ( Aogast 1, 16 b. o.).' There is no far- 
ther record of a fleet on the lake until the "praefectns nnmeri' 
bar[bari]carionjm, Confluentibns aive Brecantie" of the Notitia 
dignitedum,' nor is there an^r reason to believe that anch existed 
while the Boman aothoritjin sonthem Saetia remained nndispated.

From the earliest times tbe tribes inhabiting Noricom and 
Baetia had a reputation for fierceness aad bravery in war,' 
Noric eqoites fought under the Koman standard, even during the 
republic;' one cohors and one ala Noricomm are known in the 
first century of the empire and later. Norici more commonly, 
howeTer, served in praetorian and urban cohorts, as eqtutee eiuga- 
lares, or as legionaries.' 

Raetic alae, five or more in number, are mentioned in the Noiiiia 
dignitaium, and at least seventeen cohorts of Baeti and Vindelici 
are certain; some were organized by Augustus or Tiberius,* and 
all about which we have information were in existence before the 
time of the Antonines. Two or three of these cohorts served in 
Haetia,* two or three others in Asia Minor,* five in Germania 
Buperior,' and four in. Pannonia or on the lower Danube.* 

ALAE FHOM NORICUM. 
Ala Noricomm^ in the first century was in Mainz,' bat before 
74* was sent to Cologne,'" and later to Calcar." Traces elsewhere 
are quite uncertain."
